cident* which led up to the brief but 
bloody war between the white settlers 
and Indians around New Ulm, Red­ 
wood Falls, or Redwood Agency, as the 
plac»» was known then, located about 
seven miles south of the present town 
of Fairfax. 
The 
souvenir 
edition 
is 
nearly 
printed on heavy book 
paper, 
and 
there are a number of 
illustrations. 
Several special articles are contribut­ 
ed by well known men who were in 
Minnesota at the time, and some of 
whom took part in the battles. 
Then 
there are reports from the officers in 
command; Lieut. John F. Bishop at 
Redwood, 
with 
the 
heroic 
Captain 
Marsh, Lieut. T. J. Sheehan at Fort 
Ridgely, Col. C. F. Flandrau at New 
Ulm, and others. 
The battles are 
said to have been among the most 
bloody of those fought between the 
whites and Indians. 
Over 3.000 men, 
women and children fell victims to 
the savages. 
The struggle attracted 
little attention at the time, for the 
Civil war was in progress, but it was 
no less important than bloody, for it 
subdued the savages and sarod south­ 
western Minnesota to the whites.

Bermuda he ' as going to shoot Gov­ 
ernor Wilson, was arrested last after­ 
noon and held without hail. 
A loaded revolver was found in his 
pocket. 
The youth was standing 'n front 
o f a police station, shivering in the 
cold, when a 
detective 
questioned 
him. 
“This is not a fit country to live 


in,” he declared to the detective. “It’s 
no place for me to work. 
“I can't go back to Russia, so I 
would rather go to jail, but I would 
like to shoot W ilson and my boss and 
all the judges first.” 
The detec-ive 
searched 
him and 
took the revolver away, arresting him 


on a charge of carrying a dangerous 
weapon. 


In court Samuel Gutterschmidt, a 
fruit dealer, who formerly employed 
the lad, appeared as w itness to pre­ 


vious threats the boy had made to 
“kill W ilson.” 
In court the boy admitted making 
the threats. 
The prisoner denied he is an an­ 
archist or is connected with any se­ 
cret order. 
“Why do yo i wish to kill .Mr. Wil 


son?” asked Magistrate Cornell. 
“Well, I’ll tell you.” replied Stein 
berg. 
“This is a h—I of a coimtry, 
where you have to work. 
I don’t like 
W ilson.”

He informed the court that nothing 
would please him better than to as­ 
sist in the diminishing of the number 
of judges in this and other cities.

G utterschm dt had seen nothing of 
Steinberg, he said, until his arrest 
although he admitted he had been 
alarmed by the boy’s threats.
